the road with the view to converting 
it into an electric 
line. 
He had 


about completed his 
deal when the 


suit was instituted casting a cloud 
on his title to the nine miles of 
road. The financial men to whom he 
was looking for assistance were led 
to believe- that they had had a nar- 
row escape and refused to extend him 
ony further aid. The bursting 
of 


the- Appleyard bubble soon followed. 


Tha result of the supreme court's 


decision of Ttiesdav will probably be 
to send the case back to the lower 
courts for re-tiiai.
